T he house and senate were only 
in session for one hour, 
when an 
adjournment was had until lo a. m. 
tomorrow. 


In the house, Collins, of Scotland 
county, served as temporary speak­ 
er, and T . J. Lingle, of Sedalia, as

temporary clerk. 


The caucus for the nomination of 
the officers of the senate and house 
will be held tonight, and, as this is 
virtually the distribution of the pie, 
all interest centers in this event. 
T here are a number of candidates 
for most of the* places and a hoi 
ffight is on. 


M any of the members come with 
bills 
and 
resolutions 
prepared, 
many of which, 
of 
course, 
will 
never get further than some c o m ­ 
mitteeman's desk. 
Others are of 
importance and will 
force atten­ 
tion. 
Col. Bill Phelps and Col. John 
f l . Carroll, the two leading mem ­ 
bers of what is known as the legis­ 
lative advisory firm of Phelps, Car- 
foU & C o . , arrived yesterday to

‘X general assembly, and incidentally, 
it is supposed, to look after the in ­ 
terests of the railroads and perhaps 
see

write to his representative and sen­ 
ator urging the passage of the bill. 
T h e legurlature has just convened, 
but these letters have already co m ­ 
menced to pour in, lind there will 
be lots of business for the postmast­ 
ers of the two houses this winter. 
It is possible that the bill will go 
through the house with a rush, but 
the railroad lobby will make a des­ 
perate effort to prevent its passage 
by the senate.

Wolf, the third man, was arrested 
in his barber shop at 2633 North 
Jefferson avenue by the same de­ 
tectives, and a few minutes later he 
made a complete statement of his 
part in the robbery. 
Wolf is not known

records for evil doing.

was planned by McLaughlin and 
Stanley, with the former as the mov­ 
ing spirit of the affair. 
The men had been released from 
the Joliet penitentiary but a short 
time.

peal of their companions in sin to 
remain awake and watch the old 
year out and the new year in, says a 
Cincinnati, O., correspondent.

who 
were 
wide 
awake at this hour were Scott Jack­ 
son and Alonzo Walling, the two 
doomed to meet their death in a few 
weeks on the scaffold for the mur­ 
der of Pearl Bryan at Fort Thomas 
on January 
31, ^ast. 
The good- 
natured turnkey had allowed the gas 
to burn on this one night, and those 
prisoners who were not reading or 
playing 
cards indulged in telling 
reminiscences of their past life. 
Each one had some fond remem­ 
brance of happenings that occurred 
on this eventful night when they 
were not incarcerated in 
a 
cell. 
Scott Jackson, 
talking 
to Harry 
Spaulding, a Covington boy, serv­ 
ing one year in jail, told him of a 
New Year's night, five years ago, 
wherein he and a large assemblage 
of friends had attended a fair given 
for sweet charity's sake during the 
holidays.

remember 
it 
just 
as 
though it 
were 
yesterday," 
said 
Jackson.

Eight 
or 
ten 
of 
us 
young 
fellows, 
passing 
the hall, 
heard the music, and all determined 
to go in and while away a few hours 
before the clocks chimed 12. There, 
was a ‘Jacob's Well,' presided over 
by 
handsome 
ladies, 
dispensing 
lemonade at hve cents a glass, and 
after testing it we tried the ‘grab 
bag,' at five cents each. 
We then 
visited the ‘art gallery,' and finally 
landed before the ‘Gypsy Queen,' 
who 
outlined 
our 
future 
for 10 
cents.

The ‘Gypsy Queen' with dark 
tanned face and black, flowing hair, 
sat upon a rug upon the floor croon­ 
ing and droning according to the 
mysterious rites of this ancient tribe 
of 
wanderers. 
Surrounding 
the 
queen were 
a 
half 
dozen 
lesser 
lights, all tending to make the scene 
actual and impressive. 
Before the 
queen was a caldron, mounted upon 
a tripod, and issuing from the cal 
dron was a cloud of smoke.

Said to Be an Artisan of Extraordi­ 
nary

W. W. Wallace, the counterfeiter, 
whu was arrested here last week by 
Constable T. G. Price,and his part­ 
ner in crime, who was arrested at 
Neosho, are thus referred to in the 
Springfield Leader-Democrat of last 
afternoon: 


€reo. A. Gardner, the counter* 
feiter 
arrested by Deputy United 
States Marshal B. J. Pearman at 
Neosho 
two weeks 
ago, was 
ar­ 
raigned in Commissioner James W. 
Silsby’s 
court 
this 
morning 
and 
waived 
preliminary 
examination. 
He gave bond to appear at the next 
term of the federal court. 
W. W. Wallace, 
Gardner's part- 
• 
ner, and the leader in ihe counter­ 
feiting buaiuess, was bound 
over 
before a commissioner at Clinton 
several days ago and is still in jail 
there. 


The method of these two men, as 
told at the time of their arrest, is 
one o# the slickest swindling games 
known to the federal officers. 
Wallace is an artisan of extraor­ 
dinary ability and he had perfected 
a system by which he could “ split" 
a government greenback. 
He would take a | i o bill and split 
it with as much ease as the ordinary 
carpenter could split a piece of lum­ 
ber. 
Then he had two #io bills 
with the defect that one side of them 
was white. 
He cured this deficit by splitting 
a $i bill and pasting it on the backs 
of his two $ 1 0 bills. Then he would 
rdeface the figures on the $i bill or 
^-^cut them out and paste in a figure 
and he had money which 
would pass in almost any bank with­ 
out notice. 
The paper was of course perfect 
and it took close scrutiny to detect 
the fraud. 
Just to test the money 
Deputy Pearman tried it in some of 
the Springfield banks and it passed 
“ like hot cakes." 
Wallace 
and 
Gardner confined 
their operations to the towns along 
the Frisco road. They passed some 
of the doctored 
bills at Monett, 
Seneca, Neosho and Racine. 
Conclusive 
evidence 
has 
been 
found against these two men and 
they cannot avoid the penitentiary.
